THIRTYV YEARN REGICIDES.

A Beavereigns MSince

pts 1o A v
INJO—-A Long nnd Bleedy Record.

A paper published at Berne, has compiled a
list of all Iiu kuown attempts st assassination

that have bean made since 1850, under lhol

hesding “Rocent Regicides,” a term which,
livwever expressive, is scarcely accurate, inas-
much as the compilation inclodes attempts on
the lives of magistrates nod salesmen, as well
as on the lives of Princes and potentates, The
first erime recorded in this register, is the al-
tempt made in May, 1550, by the Westphalian,
Rafelage, to sboot the King of Prussia, to the
ery of “Liberty for all.” Ou June 28, of the
sname year, Robert Pate, a retired Lisntenant of
Hussars, struck the Queens of Eugland with o
cane—an assanlt, certaiuly, but not su assanit
with intent to kill. Is October, 1852, & con-
spiracy to blow up Louis Napoleon with an in-
fervul machine eontainiog 1,500 projectiles, was
frustrated by the activity of Lhe polico. Oa
February 17, 1553, the Emperor of Aunstria was
stabbed in the back by 8 Hungarian shoema-
ker, of the name of Libeny. Oun the Hth of July
following, & second attempt was made on the
life of Louis Napoleon, on his way to the Opera
Comiqne.
Charles 11, Doke of Parma, was stabled by au
unknown band. Part of the dagger remained
in the wound which it inflicted, and the Duke
died after twenty-three bonrs of terrible suffer
ing. The murderer eseaped. In 1455 the Ital-
iau, Pianori, sbot twice at the Freneh Emperor,
in the Tuilleries garden. In March, 1558, a Spau-
jard of the nawe of Raimond Fuemes was ar-
rested, just as bo was in the act of firing a pis-
tol at his Bovereign, sud the execntion of his
murderons design prevented. Oua I L L
in the same year, Fenlinand IL, King of the
two Sicilies, was atlacked at a review by oue ol
his own soldiers, who woundel him with lbis
bayonet. In 1857, the Italian conspirators, Ti-
baldi, Bartoletti, and Grelli, arrived in Paris
with the intestion of wardering the Emperor,
but fell inte the hands of the police, before
their design could be carried iuto exscution.
On Jaooary 14, of the following year, Orsini,
Gowes, Pieri, and Rodio, made their famons at-
tempt to blow up the Emperor and Empress
with Lombshells on their way to the opera.
Their Mujesties escaped with some slight con-
tusions, but more than 100 pervons of their va-
cort were killed and w jed. In D ber,
1263, another attempt ou the life of Napoleon
was made, by & band of [talian assassins. The
attempt failed, and the woald-be murderers
were captured.
